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HE Queen's Majeſty having been impow- 
ered in 1705. by the reſpective Parlia- 
ments of England and Scotland, to ap- 
point Commiſſioners to treat of a nearer 

Union between the two Kingdoms: This 

great and much deſired Work was begun on the 16th 

of April 1706 ; the Preliminaries were eaſily agreed 
on by the Commiſſioners on the 24th: the Treaty 
was carry'd on with much Calmneſs, Candour and 

Sincerity the two ſucceeding Months; and being for- 

warded by Her Majeſty's Royal Preſence and Recom- 

mendation, to bring it to a happy Concluſion, the 

AA were compleated and ſigned on the 22d of 

Fuly. 5 |

' Her Majeſty's ſtrict Prohibition and Command, which 


proceeded from a very wiſe Foreſight and Precaution, 
that buſie and reſtleſs Heads would otherwiſe be di- 
ctating, or ſome way or other intermedling with an 
Altair that required the greateſt Tenderneſs and all the 
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Nicety imaginable: Vet Freedom of Speech being the 


A undoubted Right of the Subject in Parliament, ſeveral 

Members of the beſt Quality, both Lords and Com- 
mons, of the Senate of Scotland, which began on 
the zd. of October, made a very ſtrong and vigorous 


Oppoſition againſt the Union; ſome of them pro- 
ceeding ſo far as to aſſert, That the Intereſt and Ho- 
nour of the Nation was betray'd by their Commiſli- 
© oners: Great Heats, ſeveral Petitions, Letters, Reſolves, 
Proteſtations, and ſome Tumults enſued againſt the 
Union, which many would have to be Fœderal, if at all, 
and not Incorporating: Nay they carried the Matter 
to ſuch an Exceſs at the Town of Dumfries, that the 
Articles were publickly burnt: However, the ma- 
jor and wiſer Part of the Parliament and the Nati- 
on, being ſenſible of the great Benefit ſuch a cloſe 
Conjunction with England muſt in all human Proba- 
bility bring tothe Kingdom, their Zeal and Vigour 
was ſuch, that they approved of at leaſt two Thirds 


of the Articles before the Concluſion of the old 
Year.” | 


The orderly Proſecution of this grand Affair, re- 
quiring we ſhould reſume it in the beginning of the 
new Year. The Scotch Parliament on the 2d. paſs'd 
an Act for adjourning the Seſſion or Term one Month 
longer; and then proceeded on the 19th Article, to 
the firſt Clauſe whereof they agreed with a Stipulati-

* expoſe your ſelves to the dangerous Conſequences 
© of denying us Paſſage. 

© Theſe are not falſe Colours, nor cunningly in- 


* vented Turns to amuſe you, and diſguiſe Truth, 


but ſolid Reaſons, founded upon the durable Inte- 


* reſt of your Republick, and which certainly muſt 


* have more Influence upon your Minds, than the 
* 1maginary Fears with which France would fill your 
Heads, and the Reſentments with which they 
* threaten you, when they ſhall have re-conquered 
© the Milaneze, ſince the Truth is, She is in more 
* Danger to loſe the Provinces of her Kingdom, next 
g 8 than the King of Spain is to loſe the 
Dutchy of Milan.

ral others. Count Denbof, the Sword-bearer of the 
Crown, ſpoke firſt: He made a long Diſcourſe upon 
the Calamities of the Kingdom, and remonſtrated 
that it was abſolutely neceſſary to continue the Coun- 
eil here, in order to agree upon Means for re-eſta- 
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liſhing the Peace and Security of the Republick, and 
preſerving its Liberties ; to which he deſir'd the Se. 
nators to apply themſelves with Sincerity and Dili. 
gence. After him, the Treaſurer of Lithuania ſpoke, 
and propos'd the adjourning of the Aſſembly to the 
x1:ith, to give time to the Biſhops of Vilna, Smolensky, 
and ſome other Senators to come and aſſiſt in it; 
which motion being approv'd, the Aſſembly being 
grown numerous that day by the arrival of Prince 


 Wieſnowishz, the Palatines of Cracow and Podolia, the 


Caſtellan of Witepsk, and ſeveral other Lords of Po. 
land and Lithuania. The Sword-bearer of the Crown 
began his Speech, in which he firſt rhank'd them for

The Palatine of Podolia coming to ſpeak in his 
turn, demanded whether they had a King, or not? If 
they had, they might aſſemble ;-if not the Nation 
ought to be call'd together with the accuſtom'd For- 
malities. He concluded, That the King delign'd 
to return, ſince he had ſent no Advice to the con- 
trary, But the Marſhal of Lithuania anſwer'd him, 
that it would require a great time for the Nation to 
meet ſo ſolemnly as he had propos'd, and that it be- 
ing uncertain what might happen in the mean time, 
it ſhould be beſt for them to act with Unanimiry, and 
agree to the Expedient propos'd.

That the Duke de Populi 
was encamped there with a Body of Horſe, whom 
they attempted to ſiezę and carry off, but were re. 
duls'd with Loſs. That the 17th the Army was 
formed, and conſiſted of 52 Battalions and 76 Squa- 
drons. Mean while the Enemy moved toward; 
Villena and laid Siege to it. There was in that Ca. 
ſtle M. Greſteſt Captain of the Regiment of Blaiſe, 
who with 100 Soldiers and 12 Peaſants made fo vi. 
gorous a Reſiſtance, that he found them Employ. 
ment till rhe 22d, and on rhe 23d they drew of 
The Duke of Berwick marched the 22d, and the 
23d arrived at Almanſa and Caudete. On the 25th 
about 11 a Clock their Vanguard appeared, and 4. 
bout 2 all their Army was formed into Order of Bat. 
tle, making a wide Front, and their Horſe were 
mixed with the Foot. They had 44 Battalions, of 
which 19 were Portugueſe, the reſt Engliſh and Dutch: 
And 54 Squadrons of thoſe 3 Nations, including; 
of Spaniſh, that the Army of the two Crowns was 
drawn up in a different manner: For the Foot were 
in the Centre, and the Horſe on the Wings. The 
Battle began about 3 in the afternoon; and the 
Horſe of the firſt Line of the Army of the two 
Crowns, where were the Guards du Corps and part of 
the Spaniſh Horſe, charged the Enpliſh and Dutch 
Horſe, who had behind them a Body of their beſt 


1 Foot. The French Horſe were on the Left, oppo- 
4 ſite to the Porrygueſe Squadrons, T'no* the Enemy

zlcs of their Pieces, he charg'd rhem with fo great 
Violence that he bore all down before him. The 
Regiment of Naſſau, which was reckon'd to be the 
beſt of the Enemys s Foot, was cut in Pieces, with 


ſome others. At the fame time the Duke de Poli

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Lieutenant General, who fought on the Right Wing, April. 


broke the Enemy's Wing that oppos'd him, arid 
their Horſe having abandon'd the Portugueſe Foor, 
10 Batallions were entirely defeated, 9 their left 
Wing began to fly. The reſt of the Army gave 
ground immediately, and fled, the greateſt part in 
much Diſorder. Only 13 Battallions, viz. thoſe of 
Belcaſtel, Viſſouſe, Torſay, Lifle-Marais, and Keppe- 
fort, Dutch: Thoſe of Gorges, Portmore, Hill, Ma- 
carty, and Briton, Engliſh: And thoſe of Don Louis 
Manuel de Camara, Sebaſtian de Caſtro, and Foſeph 
Delgado, Portugueſe, kept together, and retir'd to- 
wards the Hills of Caudete: But the Chevalier d 
Haifeld being detach'd the fame Night, with a Body 
of Horſe and ſome Foot to cut off their Retreat, ſur- 


| rounded them next Morning in ſuch a manner, that 


they all yielded themſelves Priſoners of War. A- 


bout 6000 of the Enemy were kill'd on the Field of 


Battle. The Day of the Action made above 4000 
Priſoners. the next Day about 1000 were brought in, 
and they reckon'd they had in all above gooo, with- 
out including 5 General Officers 7 Brigadiers, 25 
Collonels, and above 800 other Officers. Fen 


| took 20 Cannon, which were all the Enemy's Arti 


lery, and 120 Colours or Standards. Three Leagues 
trom the Field of Battle, they took all their Equi- 
page, among which, were a great Number of Ca- 
leſhes and Coaches for the Officers, and alſo the Mar- 
queſs das Minas's Houſhold with his Papers: He 
made hisEſcape with whatHorſe could follow him,to 
Xativa, My LordGalloway was wounded in the Action. 
As to the Loſs of the Army of the two Crowns about 
1500 Men, they-ſaid, were kill d or wounded. The 
Marqueſs de Sillery, the Marqueſs de Polaſtron, and 
Don Diego d' Avila Brigadiers ſlain. The Duke de

WYV ty and ſingular Preſence of Mind, had done them 


the Juſtice to acknowledge this of them all; and 
they all own'd that this important Victory was prin. 
cipally owing to his Conduct and Example. 

In France there were mighty Rejoycings made for 
this Victory, of which they had a very early Ac. 
count, and than which, nothing could be more ſez. 
ſonable for their Affairs; while we waited a long 
time for an Account from our own General, which 
when it came proved as little to our Satisfaction 1x 
the Relation of our Enemies; however we ſhall in. 
fert it as publiſhed by Authority, in the following 
manner. 3 

In a General Council of War held at Valentia in 
December, for the Operations of the enſuing Cam: 
paign, his Catholick Majeſty being preſent, it was 
agreed, That all the Forces, as likewife thoſe that 
were expected with the Earl Rivers, ſhould act in 
one Body, and enter Caſtile by the way of Arragm, 
where the Paflage of the Tagus was ws practicable; 
but for the Prefervation of the Kingdom of Valentia, 
the Army ſhould take the Field early, and endea- 
vour to deſtroy. the Enemy's Magazines on that 
Frontier, as likewife to take ſome Fortrefles for 
their Security when our Army ſhould march away, 


and, if poſſible, to fall on fome Body of the Enemy's 


Troops before their whole Force was aſſembled. 
The Earl of Gallaway, the more to ſtrengthen our 
Army, ſent Orders to the Lord Tyrawly's Regiment, 
and the two Batallions of Marines, (who were quar- 
tered in Catalonia) to march and join him: But the 
Viceroy would not ſuffer them to march from their 
Quarters, or part with any Troops out of the Pro- 
vince, without the King's Order ; which was often 
ſolicited, but could not be obtain'd. His Majeſty 
was pleaſed towards the End of February, to deciarc 
to the Generals of the Allies his Intention of going 
into Catalonia ; anda few Days after proceeded on 
his Journey thither, and took with him the Regi 
ment of Dragoons of Minterfeldt, confiſting of 5 
Squadrons, with Count Falas's Regiment of Dutch 
Foot: His Majeſty was then pleaſed to declare, That

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All the Forces that could be brought into the 
Field, amounted to 24 Batallions of Foot, and 53 
Squadrons, Engliſh, Dutch and Portugueſe; making 
about 4500 Horſe and 11000 Foot, effective. With 


this Body the Marqueſs da Mina and Earl of Galway 
took the Field the 6th of April, N. S. and having 


with very good Succeſs deſtroy'd the Enemy's Ma- 
oazines at Caudet, Tela and Montalegre, and forced 
ſeveral Bodies of the Enemy*s Troops to retire fag- 
ther into Caſtile, returned with the Army to Vellena, 
and laid Siege to the Caſtle of that Place: But be- 
fore the Breach was acceſſible, the Enemy's Army 


join d at Almanza, conſiſting of 5 of 


Horſe, and 54 Barallions of Foot. o' the Ac- 
counts we had of their Numbers were various and 


| uncertain, we were informed, that their Deſign was 
| to attempt the Relief of Villena, or to cut off our 
Communication with Valentia, from whence we re- 


ceived all our Proviſions. The Duke of Orleans was 


| then on his Way to join the Enemy's Army, and 7 


or $000 of the French Forces were on their March to 
remforce them ; on rhe contrary, our Army was 
daily diminiſhed by Sickneſs, eſpecially the T'roops 
that came laſt from England. We had no Proſpect 
of being join'd by the Troops from Catalonia, His 


| Majeſty having ſince declared his Intention to march 


with the Body of T'roops he had with him to the 


Frontiers of Rouſſillon, and deſired my Lord Galway 


to divide the Army on the Frontiers of Valentia and 
Arragon, for the Security of thoſe Provinces, On 
the 24rh of April, N. S. a Council of War was 
called, wherein it was unanimouſly agreed to march 
and attack the Enemy; otherwiſe we muſt have a. 
bandoned the Kingdom of Valentia to the Fury of 
an incens'd Army, the Magazines of thoſe Fron- 
tiers being almoſt exhauſted, We accordingly march- 
ed the next Day in 4 Columns towards Almanza. 
Upon the Appearance of our Vanguard the Enemy 
immediately truck their Tents, and form'd in 
Line of Battle, having the Town of Almanza in 
the Rear of their Second Line, a little ro the Right 
of the Centre. We entered the Plain about Noon,

a Brigade of Foot with each Wing of Horſe ; but 
tlie Enemy having drawn from their Left ſome Squs. 
drons to reinforce, their Right Wing, the Lord J. 
zawly, who commanded the Left Wing, ordered the 
Portugueze Horſe of the Left of the Rear Line com: 

- manded by the Count de Attalaya, to double into 
our firſt Line to make an equal Front with the Ene. 
my. About 3 in the Afternoon the Earl of Gala 
poſted himſelf at the Head of the Engliſh Dragoon, 
and march'd to begin the Battle with the Enemy; 
Right Wing of Horſe; the Portugueze being order 
to take the Charge as it ſhould come to them gradual. 
ly from the Left, but not before the Fngliſp and Dur 
were engag d. The Enemy, while we were march- 
ing on, began to play upon us from a Battery on 2 
riſing Ground a little in the Front of their Right; but 
our Troops preſſing on to come to a cloſe Engage- 
ment, the Cannon of either ſide did little Execution, 
Colonel Dormer was ordered with a Detachment of 
Dragoons to attack the Battery, but before he got 
thither the Encmy retired with their Guns in great 
Precipitation, As ſoon as our Left Wing was ad. 
vanc'd within co Paces of rhe Enemies Horſe, they 
likewife advariced out of their Line to meet our 
Charge, and the Engagement was very obſtinate and 
bloody on both Sides. The Enemy, by the weight 
of their Squadrons forced ours to retreat about hity 
Paces ; but Colonel Southwel's and Wade's Regiments 
of Foot who were on the Left of thar Brigade, 
which was interlin'd with the Horſe of the fir 
Line, coming up, gave their Fire upon the Ene. 
my's Flank and Rear, and our Cavalry at the fame 
time renewing their Charge in the Front, drove 
them in Diſorder through their own Lines with 4 
very great Slaughter. By this time the Engliſb and 

' Dutch Foot, under the Command of Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Earl and Baron Freſhem, were ſharply engag 
in the Centre, and broke through the Enemy's ft 
and ſecond Lincs, bearing down all before them as far 
| | a 
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as the Walls of Almanza : But this Succeſs did not laſt 
long, for the Enemy's Squadrons of the ſecond Line 
fell in upon their Flank, and forc'd our Intantry back 
with great loſs. Colonel Hils and the Lord Mark 
Ker's Regiments, who had been interlin'd with the 
| Horſe of the ſecond Line, march'd up and attack'd 
ſome Spaniſh Regiments to favour their Retrear. | 
The Enemy obſerving that the Cavalry of our 
| Right did not advance with our Left Wing, de- 
| tach'd ſome Squadrons, who march'd boldly to at- 
tack the Right of the Portugue e; and their Line 
follow'd ſlowly to ſuſtain them, but did not come 
time enough to engage; for the detach'd Squadrons 
| with their firſt Charge broke the Portugueze, and the 
whole Right Wing made off, and left their Infantk 


who were ſurrounded, and moſt of them either killd 


or taken Priſoners, 

Two Portugueze Batallions, who were poſted ar 
| ſome diſtance when their Cavalry were retiring, ſup- 
poling it had been the Enemy coming down upon 
them, gave them a Volley, and kill'd and wounded 
ſeveral of their own Men. The Battle continued 
on our Left Wing, the Enemy ſtill charging us with 
treſh Squadrons, but without Succeſs ; for our Horſe, 
both Engliſh and Portugueze, favour'd by the Fire of 
the EngliſÞ Battallions that were interlin'd, broke the 
Enemy, driving 15 or 16 of their Squadrons into a 
| Crowd, who retir'd to a riſing Ground inthe Rear of 
the Line, but could not be brought to charge 

again, | 
The Enemy finding they endeavour'd, to no pur- 
E poſe, to break our Left with Horſe only, ſent. for 9 
Battalions, moſt of them French, and drew up be- 
fore their Front Line of Horſe, in Oppoſition to our 
Brigade of Foot, which conſiſted of Colonel South- 
wels, Blood's, Wade's and Mountjoy's Regiments, and 
pere reinforc'd by Lieutenant General Stewart's Re- 
ziment from the Rear Line. | 

At the ſame time they brought up ſeveral freſh 
Squadrons to make another Charge upon our Left 
Wing of Horſe, who had ſuffer'd very much, and 
loſt moſt of the Officers that commanded Squadrons, 
Brigadier Carpenter being the only one that remain'd 
\nnart: The Count 4 Attalaya, who commanded 
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the Portugue e Horſe that were mix'd with our Dra. 


WY WV groons, was carried off wounded. Our Troops in 


this Condition were not able ro ſuſtain their Charge 
and gave way; at which time the 9 French Battallions 
charg'd the Engliſh Brigade of Foot in Front and 


. Flank, and entirely broke em. The two French Re. 


giments that fell in upon their Flank being roo far ad. 
vanc'd, the Lord Tyrawly ordered Colonel Roper, who 
commanded Major General Harvey's Horſe, to attack 
them, which was done with ſo much Vigour that 
they broke through them, and made them beg for 
Quarter, before the Enemy's Cavalry could come to 
their Aſſiſtance. The Enemy now had nothing re. 
maining but to ſurround our Foot (which were broke 
on the Plain) and for ſome time gave no Quarter. At 
the ſame time Major General Shrimpton, Brigadier 
Macartey, Colonel Britton, Colonel Hi, with ſeve- 
ral other Officers who had engag d in the Centre, af. 
ſembled the Stragglers of the Eng/i/h Regiments into 
a Body. and joyned ſome of the Dutch and Portuguese 
who had been rallied by Count de Hona and Don 
Fuan Emanuel, and form'd a Body of near 2000 Men, 
who retreated two Leagues, the Enemy's Horſe ſtill 
urſuing, tho? often repuls'd by the fire of our Foot, 
y the Care and Conduct of the Officers who com- 
manded rhem, they retreated to the Hills ; the Men 
being tired with the Fatigues of the Day, and want: 
ing both Ammunition and Proviſions. were unable 
to march farther: And the next morning, being ſut- 
rounded by two Lines of Foot, the Commanding 
Officers agreed to the ſame Capitulation rhat was 
nted the French at Blenheim, and ſurrendred them- 
Rives Priſoners to Count d'Alfelr. 

The Enemyls loſs, during the Action, was much 
greater than ours; but our Foot being at laſt broke, 
and expos'd to their Cavalry, were moſt of them 
kill'd, wounded or taken Priſoners. His Excellency 
the Earl of Galway was fo cloſely engag'd with the 
Enemy's Horſe, that he receiv'd two cuts in the Face, 
near the Right Eye, which made him uncapable of 
acting for fome time. Brigadier Kzlligrew being 
wounded in the firſt Aſſault, ſtill kept the Field, and 
was kill'd in a ſecond. Colonel Dormer, Roper, Law. 
rence, Green and De Locke, were kill'd at the 3 of 
2 5 : o 5 1 8 . : ? it 
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with great Gallantry, Colonel Pierce, Mr, Hara, Son 
to the Lord Tyrawly wounded. Of the Foot, Collo- 
nel Hamilton, Woollet, and Mr. Neal, who command- 
ed Regiments were killed; the Lord Mark Xer 
wounded in the Arm, and Colonel Clayton wounded 
in the Body. The Earl of Galway retreated with 
the Cavalry that remain'd, being about 3500, to Al- 
cira, and has left there a Garriſon of Foot, and in 
Xativa, and is marched with the Marqueſs das Mina: 
to the further fide of the Ebro, near Tortoſa, in order 
to join his Catholick Majeſty's Forces, and defend the 
Principality of Catalonia: And ſince this unhappy 
Accident, the Catalans have renewed their Promiſes 
of Fidelity to King Charles. A good Garriſon is left 
in Alicant, and well provided with Neceffaries ; and, 
by the Afliſtance of our Fleet in the Medirterrancan, 
we hope to preſerve the Places in our Poſſeſſion 
on the Sea Coaſt.

Compleat, I was about to fay, a Compleater Victory, 
than this or any Age can parallel, I allow there was 
a Diſproportion of Force, and he may thank his Ad. 
verſaries who gave him the Opportunity; but ſurely 
ro loſe all our Infantry, n of 11000 Men, 
who were either ſlain or taken Priſoners, (for we have 
not heard of yoo that eſcap'd) and about 1000 out of 
3500 Horſe (according to our own Accounts) is ſcarce 


to be believed, and yet we our ſelves have owned it. 


The Clamour preſently upon the News of the 
fatal Blow, was againſt the King of Spain and 
his Miniſters, and the Battle had infallibly been won, 
if he had not carried a great part of the Army with 
him into Catalonia, whereas tis very obvious he had 
no more than a Regiment of Dragoons and one of 
Foot to attend him thither ; and certainly a Prince 
under his Circumſtances was not to be left without 
ſome Guards. The +ng/iſþ Malecontents werds ne— 
ver ſo uppiſh as now; a new Health ro the Baye 
Engliſh General that beat the French (meaning my 
Ld. Gallaway) was trump'd up: But when they found 
many of thoſe who were ſincere lovers of the Go- 
vernment and their Country, and Men of Sence too, 
began to Examine, and even to Cenſure the Conduct 
of our Generals in this Battle, they tacked ſhort, 
My Lord Gallaway was a Brave Man, he was much in 
the right in what he did, &c. and no doubt bur they 
had much reaſon to be pleaſed with the Action in 
the Evenr of ir. But it's a Paradox to me, there 
ſhould be ſo many People of another Kidney 
chimed in with the Facobites upon this Account 
(whoſe Side I ſhall ever ſuſpect.)

tua, and General Wetzel of the Fortreſs of St. George, 

Tho' it was hinted before as if the Vene- 
tians had had a deep Hand in this Treaty, we 


were now informed, that they were much nettled yenerians 
at it, that they could not forbear to expreſs publickly Diſſatis-

their Diſſatisfaction; and if ſome Advices were to fied

junction with the Pope endeavoured to perſwade 


Count Medavi, to remain in Poſſeſſion of Mantua, 
or at leaſt to delay the Evacuation thereof till their 
Troops were in a Readineſs to prevent the Inperi a- 
lits, and take Poſſeſſion of it; which made Prince 
Eugene, tho' doubtful of the Truth of this, by way 
Precaution, order Colonel Patte to aſſemble all 
the Imperial Forces quarter'd about the Mantuan, 
and to fall upon all the Forces he ſhould find within 
10 Miles of Mantua. "This Precaution had the de- 
fir'd Succeſs, and the Venetian Troops, which were 
in Motion upon Pretence of exchanging their Garri- 
fons, durſt not enter the Mantuan, ſo that the Impe- 
rialiſts took Poſſeſſion of Mantua without any Di- 
ſturbance. The Houſes and Shops that were. ſhut 
up till the Troops had taken their Quarters, were o- 
pen'd again the ſame Day, and there were Rejoy- 
cings made by the Inhabitants for being delivered 
from the Power of the French ; but whether ſincerely 
is left undecided, The City made a ſort of Capi.

We ſhall not follow the French Troops in their 
march out of Taly for France, and but only men- 
tion by the way. that they had ſome Pickerings with 
the Peaſants of St. Maurice, belonging to the Duke 
of Savoy, wherein ſome Men were killed on both 
ſides, but Matters were ſoon accommodated, and by 
the time they arrived on their own Frontiers, they 
were much diminiſhed in their Numbers, ſeveral eſ- 
pecially of the Foreign Troops taking Service under 
the Emperor and Duke of Savoy; while Prince Eu- 
gene on the 16th made a ſolemn Entry into Milan, 
and took Poſſe ſſion of that Stare, having receiv'd an 
Oach of Fidelity of all the Tribunals in the Name 
of Ring Charles III. He gave Liberty to 260 Pri- 
ſoners, caus'd Money to be thrown among the Peo- 
ple, Te Deum to be ſung, and all the Artillery to be 
hr'd. On the 19th his Highneſs went from thence 
to Lin accompanied by General Taun, to concert the 
Operations of the Campaign, on that {ide of France;

* which ſome Misfortunes have ſet in open Light. 
After he had obſerved in how heroical a Manner 
he King had born his Diſgraces, he brought in theſe 
Expreflions, © He that does not ſuffer himſelf to be

bad: Nothing can diſquiet the juſt Man, who is

He then ſer forth the Cauſes that gave Birth ta 


thepreſent War, and ſhew'd, © Thar 'tis to his Ma- 
 jeſty's Glory the Allies took up Arms on the Mo- 
' tives they did. And ſpeaking of the King of 
ſpain he ſaid, * Your Majeſty ſees your Grandſon on 
'the 2d Throne of this World. making Piety, Ju- 
' ftice and Valour reign with him. He that made 
"him a King, will maintain him againſt all the Ef- 
' forts of the combin'd Potentates. He made uſe 
' of your Wiſdom to place him in that Dignity, and 
will make Uſe of your Power to fix him in it. 
He ended thus, The Clergy ſecs with Pleaſure that 
your Majeſty is always ſollicitous to promote the 
(Quiet and Satisfaction of your People; and that 
your principal Aim is to conſummate the great

Aiſtria had in that Kingdom. 

We ſhall hear more of the Event of this Enter 
prize hereafter: In the mean time we'll paſs into 
Hain, where we ſhall meet with ſome of the fatal 
Effects of our loſs at Aman ʒa, two of the Kingdoms 
that compoſe that Monarchy being recovered by the 
Enemy: The Duke of Berwick had the Honour to 
win that Battle, before the Duke of Orleans could 
join him; tho? the French King afterwards very un- 
juſtly attributed all the Succeſſes of his Arms to the 
latter, who advancing with the French and Spaniſh 
Troops on the 7th to Cheſte, ſummoned the City of 
Valencia to ſurrender : The People knowing how 
things went, and that they were not in a Capacity to 
maintain ſo defenceleſs a Place, ſent Deputies next 
Day to the Camp, and declar'd in the Name of the“ 
Governonr, of the Deputation, and the Magiſtrates 
that they reſign'd themſelves to the King's Clemen- 
cy. and beſought the Duke of O-l:ans to intercede 
with him in their behalf. They deſir'd likewiſe, that 
a futncient Garriſon ſhonld be ſent into the City, t 
[cure the Inhabitants from the Fury of the Soldiers; 
introating that among the Troops to be fent in, there 
might be ſome of the King's Guards and the Re- 
aiment of Poxoblanco. His Royal Highneſs ſent in 
Don Antenino del Valle Major General, with 10 Bat- 
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May. tallions of Spaniards, and 2 of French, and 6 Squz: 
WY VV drons of the Regiment of Pozoblanco and Cerezeda : 
Corps de garde were poſted in ſeveral Places of the 
City,. and no Diſorder happen'd. About 500 wound- 
ed Men were found in the Hoſpitals and Houſes. But 
the Conde de la Corzana Governour of Valencia for 
King Charles, and fome others, with the Remains of 
their Horſe retir'd on the 5th to Morviedro, to endea- 
vour to get to Tortoſa. The poor Valencians were 
preſently diſarmed, and the French made a mighty 
Noiſe of the vaſt Quantity of Arms and Proviſions 
that fell into their Hands, and I doubt there is 
more truth than I could wiſh, that they - ſeized 
Cloaths, Shirts, Stockings and Shoes enough to ſerve 
four or five Thouſand Men, all deſigned for our 
Army ; we had no Places now left in Valencia but 
Alicant, Alcira, Denia, and Xativa, which laſt being 
attacked by a Detachment of the Enemies Army un- 
der the Command of M. d' Halfelr, the Garriſon 
Commanded by an Engliſh Officer, made a brave 
Defence till the 2gth, when they retired into the 
Caſtle, and the French exerciſed great Cruelty on 
the Townſinen; we may perhaps meet with ſome 
Particulars of the Attacks of the Caſtle of Xativa, 
and of the other Places hereafter,

iy perſwaded that this Blow, ſo fatal and uncx- 
' pected, muſt have affected you with the greateſt 


: Grief; but that, far from ſhaking your Conſtancy, | 
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it will rather invigorate it, and excite you to ap- 
ply the moſt ſpeedy and moſt effectual Means to 
the redreſſing a Misfortune that ſets fo far back 
again the Hopes we had of ſuddenly attaining the 
propoſed End. And his Majeſty being again threat- 
ned with the ſame Danger, from which he was {6 
happily delivered laſt Year, cannot forbear repre- 
ſenting ir to your Majeſty, to the end that by your 
generous Aſſiſtance, the Conſequences of this Dif. 
aſter may be prevented: For the Defeat was ſo 
general, that his Majeſty is apprehenſive the 
Kingdoms of Valencia and Arragon will be ſub— 
dued, and that all the Enemy's Forces will 
from all Sides pour in upon the Principality of 
Catalonia. 

I. The King would not have been wanting to 
cauſe the 6000 Men of his own Troops to act at 
the opening of this Campaign, could the Subſidies 
which your Majeſty has ſo generoufly granted 
him have been brought ſooner; (for the firſt Re- 
mittance came ſo late as by Vice Admral Bing's 
Squadron ;) and had not the Arms, Cloaths, and 
other things, order'd by your Majeſty for the ſaid 
Troops, been detain'd to this very time in England, 
Your Majeſty may however be aſſur'd, that the 
King will take all imaginable Care to employ well 
the Money he receives; having already given ne- 
ceſſary Orders for repairing and augmenting the 
Fortifications of Places, and will make all further 
poſſible Diſpoſitions for ſtopping the Progreſs of 
the Enemy on the Frontiers of the ſaid Prin- 
cipality. by 

I. Tne Infantry of your Majeſty and of the 
other Allies being intirely ruin'd, the King finds

III. His Majeſty conſidering that the Number 
of Officers who loſt their Lives in this unfortunate 
Battle, is very great, and that beſides many are 
wanting as well to command in the Places of 
Strength as ar the Head ot the Troops that muſt 
be poſted in ſeveral Places, he deſires your Ma- 
jeſty to ſend him forthwith fome Officers of Ex- 
perience and Reputation, to be employ'd where 
Occaſion ſhall require. N 
IV. His Majeſty not doubting but Admiral Ho- 
zel is already furnifh'd with your Majeſty's Orders 
and Inſtructions for tranſporting the Troops that 
may be granted him from Tah, moſt earneſtly 
intreats you, to order that Admiral likewiſe not 
to retire with the Fleet out of the Mediterranean 
during this unhappy fituation of Affairs, till Cata- 
lowia is ſuſhiciently ſecur'd againſt the Inſults of 
the Enemy, and that for this Purpoſe he may en- 
ter into proper Meaſures with the Duke of Savoy 
and Prince Eugene; becauſe it cannot be doubred 
that the Enemy will again beſiege the Capital 
City of that Principality, as ſoon as the Flect 
ſhall leave thoſe Seas.

{elf fo little regarded, and without Authority or 
Power in the Army, he judg'd himſelf uſeleſs there, 
Wherefore the King having very great reaſon to 
fear, that the future Efforts your Majeſty will pleaſe 
ro make, will have no better Succeſs unleſs the 
Command be intirely ſettled; he promiſes himſelf 
from your Majeſty's Wiſdom, that you will re. 
gulate an Affair of that Conſequence, as he has al. 
ready beſought you ſeveral times; aſſuring you a. 
new, that if your Majeſty will honour him with 
ſome "Truſt and Confidence in that reſpect, he will 
endeavour to make the beſt uſe of it, and will con- 
ſequently have all the Deference for the Concur— 
rence of the Principal Officers, and for all other 
Formalities, that an exact CircumſpeCtion, and not 
only his own Service, but of your Majeſty and of 
the whole Common Cauſe, can require, The flid 
Command being once regulated, the King intreats 
your Majeſty to rely upon it, that he will never 
quit the Country; bur as he did laſt Year, will 
maintain himſelf in it, for the Defence of his 
Faithful Subjects, for the Glory of your Majeſty, 
and for the Welfare of all Europe, till the Succours 
from Italy and your Majeſty's Kingdoms can 
arrive. 

In Concluſion, the King leaves it int irely to your 
Majeſty, to order the Number and Quality of the 
Troops for the ſaid Succours as alſo whatever re-

be landed; being aſſured that your Maſeſty wil

The Reflections and Flowtings of ſome People at

Having nothing farther to detain us in Britain, if 
we paſs into Holland, we hnd that rhe States-General 
of the United Provinces being inform'd, That the 
Vaudeis and French Refugecs, (who after their Expul- 
fon out of the Vallies, fertled themſelves in the The Cha. 
Country of Mirtemberg, by means of the Generous rity of the 
Atliſtance they receiv'd from England, Holland, and StitesGes 
other Proteſtant Countries) had been forc'd to quit ne:a! to 
their new Habitations by the French Army; and that the Vau= 
they went begging their Bread at Frarkforr and other dow. 
Places; they were ſo much moved at this uncom- 
mon Caſe, that they remitted immediately to Frank- 
fert 1c00 Crowns, to take Care of thoſe poor People; 
and reſolved to give them further Marks of their Cha- 
ny and Protection.

Men of Penetration, even when they- firſt ap. 
pear'd, thought theſe Articles were forged in France, 
and the Event in the main has proved it : However, 
tho' King Auguſtus was forced by the Swede co relin. 
quiſh the Title and Arms of Poland, the Swediſh 
Troops would not yet evacuate Saxony, and indeed 
no tollerable Account could be given for ſuch a Pro- 
cedure, but that Matters were not yet adjuſted be- 
tween his Imperial Majeſty and Charles XII; fo that 


the Poles were yet at Liberty, with the Aſſiſtance of 


the Muſcovites, to do what they pleaſed ; and there- 
fore their grand Council at Lablin, after ſeveral Ad- 
journments, having met again on the Gth of this 
Month before they proceeded to any Debate, they 


ſent a Deputation to Prince Dolthozuki, Ambaſſador of | 


the Czar. to complain of the Diſorders committed 


by the Muſcovite Troops, which they aggravated | 


very much, and pretended that they had plundered 
ſeveral Churches. The Ambaſſador promiſed to 
write about it to the Czar, who upon that Com- 
plaint appointed Commifſſaries to enquire into the 
Truth of it; and the Deputies having made their 
Report, the Council adjourn'd ro the 8th, when the 
Mareſchal of the Confederacy made a long Speech on 
the deplorable Condition of the Republick, and de- 
ſir'd the Primate to make uſe of his Authority to ap- 
ply a Remedy ſuitable to the Diſeaſe. That Prelate 
anſwer'd, That theſe Misfortunes were not without 
Remedy, but thar he did not think fit to propole the 
{ame for ſome Reaſons, which he could explain to 
them, and delir'd the Aﬀembly to give him leave to 
defer to 2 more favourable Opportunity the Propofal 
of the Remedy which the Republick wanred. This 
was unanimoully approy'd, and the Aſſembly adjour- 

ne 
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Commiflaries to enquire into the Complaints made 
by the Poles, and promiſed to puniſh even his Chief 
Officers if they were found guilty; and that to ſhew 
his impartiality, he deſir'd the Council to appoint 
12 Commiſſaries of their own, which was done ac- 
cordingly.

were induſtriouſly ſtarted up, to hinder the Council 


from taking into Conſideration the Grand Affair, for 
which they were aſſembled, deſired the Aſſembly to 
conſider the Danger the Republick was expos'd to, 
and repreſented how ridiculous it was to hear People 
talk of Diſurders committed by Soldiers, which 
wereunavoidable, and at the ſame time forbear any 
Inſtances to the Primate, that he would be pleaſed 
topropoſe the Remedy he had ſpoken of, for put- 
ting an End to the Calamities of the Republick. 
They alledg'd, That they did not know of any o- 
ther, but to publiſh an Interregnum, and then think 
of hliing the Throne with a Prince, who by his 
Valour, Prudence and Wiſdom might drive Foreign 
Troops our of the Kingdom, Reſtore Peace therein, 
2nd puniſh ſuch, who, led by a private Ambition, 
+: plung'd their Country into an unſpeakable Con- 
uſion. 

This Motion was oppos'd by a great many De- 
puties, who repreſented, That this Step would be li- 
able to dangerous Conſequences, becauſe this Aſſem- 
bly had not receiv'd the Act of Abdication of King 
Auuſius ; and that the ſaid Prince had not ſent back 
the Act of Cor:f.

were drank to; but, the Signal was given for a 
Council of War, which was held on the 1oth, and 
whereas the Enemy had intrench'd themſelves very 


ſtrongly on the other {ide of the Var, a River that 


was a League diſtant from Nice, by extending their 
Works above four Miles from the Shore, and theſe 
Intrenchments were guarded by 6 Battalions of

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Seamen and Marines, in open Boats, under the 
Conduct of Sir Fehn Norris, The Men of War 
came within Musket-ſhot of the Enemy's Works, 
which lay expos'd ſo to our Fire, that their Cavalry 
and many of their Foot gave way. The Admiral 
himſelf followed Sir ohn Norrs to the Place of Acti- 
on, and obſerving the Diſorder of the Enemy, 
commanded him to put to Land, and flank them 
in their Intrenchments. His Men advanc'd in ſuch 
an undaunted manner, and ſeem'd fo intrepid and 
fearleſs, by toſſing up their Hats in the Air, and 
their loud Halloo's, that the Enemy had not Cou- 
rage enough to ſtay for them, but fearing to be ſur- 
rounded, fled from their Works; and retir'd with 
great Precipitation. His Royal Highneſs having 
receiv'd an Account from the Admiral, as well as 
Colonel Pietri, who was left on Board to give notice 
of their Operations, that the Seamen and Marines 
were in Poſleftion of the Enemy's Works, order d 
his Troops to paſs the Var, which they did with 
ſo great eagerneſs, that above 100 were driven 
down by the Violence of the Stream, and 10 of 
'em Joſt, among which the only Man of Note was 
the Baron de Ger/dorf, a Captain of Huſſars in the 
Service of the Emperor, which was all the Loſs the 
Confederates ſuſtain'd in forcing a Paſs where they 
expected the moſt vigorous Oppoſition. The 
Troops had no ſooner reach'd the other fide of the 
River, and put themſelves upon a March, but his 
Royal Highneſs had Advice that the Troops which 
were beaten out of their Intrenchments met with 
'Lieutenant-General Dillon coming towards them, 
within two Leagues of the Var; but it was too 
late to effect what they were coming about; where- 
fore they turn'd back, to wait the farther Motion of 
the Confederate Army. - 
On the 12th his Royal Highnefs and Prince Eu-

Having done at preſent with Naples, if we pas MW bam 
into Spain, there the Enemies Army was for the abou 
moſt part in Summer Quarters, yet Detachments af to H 
them continued in Action; one of which carried on WM on th 
the Siege of Denia, which made ſo vigorous a De. that 


fence, that notwithſtanding the Town had but old War 
bare Walls, without any other Fortifications than 
ſome Intrenchments caſt up behind them, by the 
Direction of Engineer Chardeloup, they repulſed the 
Beliegers in two Storms with a conſiderable Lok, 
"The Garriſon conſiſted at firſt only of 70 Eng 
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lik Number of Spaniards and Portugueſe, with ſome 
Militia of the Neighbouring Country ; but they

Count Baver beat a Party of the Enemy from a Port 
called /a Vall, and Colonel St. Amour brought in a

Whereupon a 
Courier was diſpatch'd back to the ſaid Baron, with 
Orders to Halt, for his Royal Highneſs's farther 
Pleaſure. 

On the 18th a View was taken, to ſce whether 
the Breach in Fort Louis was large enough for a 
Storm; and it being found practicable, and Diſpo- 
[tions made for an Aſſault, Baron Rbebinder, Field- 
Marſhal-General, caus'd the Grenadiers that were 
commanded our for that Service, to advance on the 
19th; but the Enemy abandon'd the Fort in Diſor- 
ger. and with Monſicur Di/lon, their chief Officer, French a- 
nic {av'd themſelves in Shallops after ſome Cannon- handon 
ho. Our Men entring the Fort found in it 23 Fort Loujs. 
pieces of Carnon, moſt of 38 Pound Ball, and ſome 
\mmunition, with a good Number of Bullets and 
bombs; 1500 Catouches, 40 Barrels of Powder, and 
ſeveral 
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ſeveral Matches burning, which they put our. They 


had likewiſe thrown into the Sea 26 pieccs of Cu. 
non of the ſame bore, with a great number of Ry. 
lets; but the Water was fo very low that they wer 
eaſily fiſn'd up. The ſame Day the Adjutanrs thx 
returned from the Rendezvouz berween the 2 Cm 
to treat of an exchange of Priſoners, reported, thy 
they had agreed to make an exchange the next Dy, 
and that the Enemy would fend us ours, and fetch 
their own. They likewiſe added, that they had 
learn'd, that Marſhal de Thefſe expected the Duke 
of Burgundy, Berry and Berwick; that M. d' Aroche 
was coming to join them with ſome Battallions from 
Nouſſilun; and that on the 24th Inſtant the Marſh 
would have 100 Battallions in his Camp, where he 
had 70 already. The Enemy continued the Works 
on the Point where ſtands the great Tower, and be. 
gun to make Entrenchments on the fide of St Ca 
herine; and Count Felix having ſent notice that 
Count Medavi ſcem'd to have form'd a deſign to at. 
rack him, 10 Battrllions and 15 Squadrons were ſent 
to reinforce him. 

The reſt of the Artillery and Ammunition on the 
20th, was order'd to be embark'd before Night; and 
that Day one of the Enemies Bombs fell into Fort 
Louis, and ſet Fire to a Mine that had been made on 
purpoſe to blow up that Fort when it ſhould be 
judg'd convenient: Only 3 of our Soldiers were 
wounded on this Occaſion; they that guarded that 
Fort retiring in time. And we received Advice by 
a Deſerter, that the Enemy were raiſing a new 
Battery; that all the Inhabitants of the Country 
had taken up Arms againſt us and that the Peaſants | 
were drawing together from all Parts. 

On the 21ſt. they made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions 
for the March of our Army, and blew up Fort St. 
Margaret, At the ſame time the Fleet drew nearct 
to the Place, with ſome Bomb Veſſels, and began to 
bombard the 'Town and Ships in the Harbour very 
vigorouſly, by ſetting Fire to the great Magazine of 
Cordage, quite ruining the Epiſcopal Palace, and 
ſeveral other ſtately Edifices; as alſo deſtroying 8 
Men of War, called, Le Triumphant of 82 Guns, L.

The 
Deſtruction of their Olive Trees and Vineyard, 
the Pillage of their Houſes, and the Depredations 
committed on their Lands by hoth Armies, was (aid 
to be incredible, and the Lift of their Damages, an 
exact Survey of which was taken by Monſieur 4 
Grignan the King's Intendant, amounted to no leß : 
Sum than 21 Millions of Livres. 

Thus ended the famous Expedition againſt Du. 
lon, which made ſo much Noiſe in the World, and 
from which the High Allies had ſuch vaſt Ex. 
pectations. Every Body ſpoke of it according to 
their reſpective Judgments or Inclinations, ſome bl. 
ming one Prince, ſome another; others again the 
Sea Operations: But whoever juſtly conſiders the 
Works and Power the Enemy had to defend it, 
muſt conclude it was impotlible to be taken with 
twice the Force the Confede rates had before it, with. 
out they could have arrived there ſooner, which 
perhaps could not well be neither. 

Be it as it will, we have no occaſion to continue 
nere any longer, and without recapitulating the

Ir was very remarkable, and yet ſuitable to the good 
Diſcipline of the Imperial Troops, that after they 
had beaten down all that ſtood in their Way, they 
did not the leaſt hurt to any other ſort of People, 
whom they met in great Numbers in every part of 
the City, which, in inevitable Conſequence of the 
Action, was plundered, except only ſome few Hou- 
ſes, whoſe Poſſeſſors making preſent Application to 
General Thaun obtain'd Safeguards.

you can grant no Delay at the Inſtances of the 
French Ambaſſador, (who is ſo far from having a 
Right to ſer up here as he does for an Umpire, that 
he cannot even be lopk'd upon as a Party con- 
cern'd) without reverſing the former Judgments 
of your Tribunal; without giving the King ol 
Pruſſia a juſt cauſe of Complaint, and conſequent:

And laſtly, does he not know, that if it be true, 
that the Sieur de Normandie has ſuffered himſelf to 
be tranſported by a very blameable and very dif:

We had, Gentlemen, been leſs prolix in this 


Memorial, had we not been ſenſibly affected with 


* the injurious and outragious Manner in which you 
© are treated. We ſhall end with renewing to you 
the poſitive Aſſurances of the High Protection of 


her Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, and of 


their High Mightineſſes, by promiſing you, in 
their Names, all the neceſſary Succours for main-

Upon the Death of Dr. Tbomas Tully he was made 
Principal of Edmond Hall, upon Condition that he 
reſign'd his ſaid Living; which accordingly he did, 
and ſome time after was made Rector of Ghmpton 
in Oxfordſhire, He govern'd the Hall with great 
Prudence, and was a very conſiderable Benefactor 
to it, building, moſtly at his own Expence, a de- 
cent Chappel, to which is annex'd a Library, in 
which he put above 20 Pounds worth of Books. 
In 1683 he reſign'd the Principality, and ſome- 
time after his Parſonage of Ghmpton, and retiring 
into Torkſpire, became Rector ok aſh, and Pre- 
bendary of NMppon. 

He was a Man of ſingular Probity and Integri- 
ty, an Excellent Scholar, a quaint Preacher, of a 
moſt facetious and obliging Temper (which made 
him univerſally belov'd) and of an uncommon 
Charity to the Poor. He was withal a Contem- 
ner of Wealth and Glory ; and had he courted or 
ſought after Preferment, he might have been ad- 
vancd much higher in the Church, of gyhich he

SR Ralph Delaval was a Gentleman by Birth, Faunerr. 

8 being the Son of a Father of both his Names, 
and a worthy Knight of the North of Exgland. Sir Ralph 

What Inducements he had, and when he firſt enter'd 4e J Vs 
into the Sea Service, Ido not know; neither can l meer Life. 
with any thing memorable of him before the Revo= 
lution in 1688: "Tho? he muſt neceſſarily have been 
a Commander of Note before that time. Sir Ralph 
was a favourer and hear y promoter of that great 
Change : He ſoon attained to the Honour of a Flag, 


being one among the firſt Promotion ; and ſhew'd 


great Conduct and Valour upon all Occaſions. But 
more particulariy being Vice-Admiral of the Red in 
1592, at the Fight of Ja Hogue, he perform'd very 
glorious and fignal Service; for after the French 
Fleet was beaten on the r th, and began to run, Sir 


Ralph, on board the Royal Sovereign, on the 211k, 


finding that ſome ofthe Enemeis Ships endeavour d to 
go for the Bay of Cherburg, he ſtood in for that Place, 
where he found three Deck d Ships, but fo cloſe to 
the Shoar, and within ſome Rocks, that it was not ſafe - 
for him to attempt chem, till he had informed himſell 
of the Road; they being hawled into ſkoal Water: 
He immediately took his Boats, and founding within 
Gun-thot of chem, they endeavour d to prevent it 
by firing upon him; but that no Time might be 
lot, heforthwich went on board che St. Albans, where, 
tot the Incouragement of che Seamen, he hoiſted his 
Flag, and having order d the Rub, with two Fire- 
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January. Ships, to attend him; he ſtood in with them, leay: 
GY WV ving the great Ships without, as drawing two much 
Water; but after he came pretty near, they gauled 
our Men ſo extreamly, and Sir Ralph finding the 
Fire- ſhĩps could not get in, he judged it beſt to re. 
treat without Shot, and there Anchored : He calld 
all the Caprains forthwith on Board, where it was re. 
ſolv'd to attempt them next Morning, with all the 
Third and Fourth Rates, and the Fire-ſhips ; but af. 
ter having drawn them into four Fathom and an 
half Water, he found he could not do the Buſineſ 
the Water being Shoal : Uponthis he order'd three 
Fire-{hips to prepare themſelves to attempt to burn 
them, he going himſelf with all the Barges and Ten. 
ders to take them up, if they ſhould miſcarry by the 
En-my's Shot; he ſaid, he could ſpeak, and he hopd 
without vanity, that the Service was warm, yet f 
effectually perform'd, that notwithſtanding their Shot, 
both from their Ships and Fort, two of the Fire. 
ſhips had good ſucceſs by burning two of them, bur 
the other by an unforcunare Shot, was ſer on fire, be- 
ing juſt going on Board the Enemy. The third 
French Man of War being run a-Shoar, and Sir Ralph 
obſerving that the People on Board landed by Boars- 
full, he order'd the St. Aibans and the Reſerve, and o- 
thers to fire upon her, and ar laſt, ſhe making no Re. 
ſiſtance, he took all the Boats arm'd and went on 
Board her, where he found abundance of Men, and 
ſeveral Wounded, but no Officers, and having cul- 
ed all the People to be taken out, he ſet her on fire: 
The Ships that Sir R burnt, were the Royal Sun, 
the Capital of France, the Conquerant, and the Admi- 
rable; in the execution of which piece of Service he 
ſaid, he never ſaw greater Zeal and greater Bravery, 
Sir Ralph de la Val in 1613, was one of thoſe Three 
Commanders, who, in a joint Commillion, were 
Conſtituted Admirals of the Fleet, Mr. Henry Kili.

0 She was a Lady of incomparable Prudence and 
1 Solidity of Judgment, of an extraordinary publick 
bi Spirit, and in her Converſation moſt Affable, Hum- 
ble and Engaging. She was ary Charitable to 
the Poor, a great Example of Virtue and Piety, 
which eminently appear'd from her younger Years as 
well as through the reſt of her Life, and ſhined in e- 
very Relation, as a Dutiful Daughter, a moſt affe- 
ctionate and loving Wife, and a tender and careful 
Mother. And that which crown'd all her other Vir— 
tues, was, ſhe was free of all manner of Dillimula- 
tion, being full of Sincerity and Truth. 

I am inform'd ſhe left to her Lord, the Duke of 
Athall, ſeveral Papers writ with her own Hand, which 
ſhe called her Treaſure, and which were never ſeerr 
before her Death, among which there is a Diary of 
her Life, containing her Chriſtian Experiences and 
remarkable Paſſages of Providence, which happen'd 
to her and her Lord, with many Divine Ejaculati- 
ons, and Divine Breathings of her Soul towards God, 
which declare how much ſhe liv'd above the World 
in the midſt of worldly Greatneſs. 

She Dy'd in the 45th Year of her Age, very much 
regretted by that whole Nation, and extreamly la- 
mented by her afflicted Lord, who was then at Edin. 
burg, ſerving his Country in the laſt Parliament of 
Sceeland, and not being timouſly advertiſed of her 
dangerous Condition, came nor to Hamiltene till ſome

Mr. Abraham Hume was 4 Native of Scotland, who 
did not himſelf exactly know the time of his Birth;

as 92 was put upon his Coffin, that might be pretty 
near the Truth. His Father was a Gentleman in

Life. ty of Cardinal by Alexander VIII. on the 11th of K. 
ruary 1690, The Fortune which this Gentleman had 
by the Exaltation of Alexander VIII. his Unkle by 
the Mother ſide, proved his greateſt Unhappinc 
It having been the total Ruin of the good Reputatio 
he had acquired before: For that Pope having call 
him from the Biſhoprick of Vicenza, to be Secretary 
State; he ſtood there as a meer Cyper, becauſe hi 
Sanctity, with his og Capacity, would needs do 
every thing himſelf belonging to that Office; and 
by that means indulged Rubino in a ſtate of Idleneß, 
who having no Buſineſs to employ his Time abou; 
and living in the Reign of a diſſolute Nepotiſm, .: 
plunged himſelf into a lewd Courſe of Life, tothe 
great ſcandal of every body, who had former 
known him, and eſteemed him for his good Moral; 
if not perhaps altogether exemplary, yet at leaſt fre 
from Scandal. 
Pope Alexander VIII. when Cardinal, having ſent 
for Rubino in his Youth, to bring him up under hi 
Wiſe's Conduct, put him into the Rank of the Pr. 
lates, getting him to be imploy'd in the Government 
of ſome of the Cities of the Eccleſiaſtical State, and 
afterwards of the chiefeſt Provinces, ſuch as Meri: 
ma Campania, the Patrimony, and Marca de Ancms, 
and at laſt procur'd him the Biſhoprick of Vicenza. 
It has been ſince diſcover'd, that That cunning 
Cardinal ſent his Nephew a great way from Rm, 
that he might not expoſe his Weakneſs in the Eye g 
the Court, and fo deſtroy the hopes he had conceiv 
of a greater Fortune from him by his prudent Adm 
niſtration of thoſe Governments. It's certain he hid 
acquired great Fame in them, and the Eſteemdt

Applauſe by all 'the Members of thoſe Congregati- 
ons, and he himſelf Worſhipp'd at a diſtance, as a 
true Model of a Wiſe and Prudent Governor. 

This Cardinal towards the end of Alexander YTII.”s 
Life, was ſent Legate to Urbino, where he carry'd 
himſelf not only Covetouſly, but Sordidly, and his 
Enemies told ſo many Stories of him to his diſrepu- 
tation, that they entirely ruin'd his Reputation; re- 

reſenting him to be $1moniacal,Covetous and Lewd, 


full of Patlion, and of mean low Thoughts: So that 


the preſent Pope had Reaſon to aboliſh many of the 
Graces he had fold; and he was likewiſe, to his 
ſhame, proſecuted for ſuffering too great quantities 
of Corn to be publickly Exported, beſides what he 
conniv'd at privately, contrary to the rigorous Prohi- 
bition, publiſh'd by his Holineſs, becauſe of the great 
ſcarcity there was at that time in the Eccleſiaſtical 
Eſtate, and eſpecially in his Province. 

le was indeed a Perſon capable of Buſineſs, but had 
ſuch an Averſion to it, that he was immediately nau- 
ſeated and wearied with the leaſt Application. He 
was competently Learned, and had a pretty good 
Knowledge of the Intereſts of Princes: He was nei— 
ther of ſublime nor dull Parts: He ſpoke with Judg- 
ment, and diſlinguiſh'd Times and Seaſons. He was 


Prudent, but too much diſtracted from what he ought 


to apply himſelf to: He was Courteous, Agreeable 
and Chearful, but Tenacious, Laſcivious and Head- 
ſtrong. He was entirely dependent on his Kinſman 
Cardinal Ottoboni, even in what Gratitude did nat 
oblige him to. This Cardinal having acquired great 
Worldly Riches, dy'd Feb, 17th. this Year, in the 
63th Year of his Age, which made a fifth vacancy 
in the College of Cardinals, and brought ſeveral 
rich Abbys to the Diſpoſal of the Pope.

drawn over to us, by his Example and Advice, 
gave us the greateſt Aſſiſtance towards gaining a

Upon the immature Death of Quecn Mary, he 
expreſt his own Grief and the Common Calamity 
in an Ode, which Mr. Dryden was ſaid to have pre- 
ferred above all that was written on that Occaſion: 
He was a Poet, not by Genius, but by Learning and 
ſudgment; the Lord Rſcommon made him a conſtant 
Reviſer of his Immo tal Lines.

geptember 1686 : This Gentleman refuſed to comply 


| ich the French King in approving the Regale of the 
1 * Church, and ſubſcribing the Propoſitions 


made by the French Clergy, in the Aſſembly held at 
Pars in 1683, againſt the Rights of the See at Rome. 
This put Iano cent XI. upon the Thoughts of promot- 
ing him to the Purple, deſigning hereby to raiſe an 
Enemy to the King , who ſhould oppoſe himſelf on 
all occaſions to the Pretentions of that Monarch a- 
gainſt the Eccleſiaſticks within his Dominions. But 
things fell out contrary to the Pope's Expectations; 
for Camus was no ſooner advanc d to that Dignity, 
but he gave the King aſſurance of his moſt faithful 
and dutiful Reſpect; declaring there ſhould be no 
Cardinal more ready to obey his Majeſty's Com- 
mands, nor more zealous to advance his Intereſt than 
himſelf: The cunning Cardinal thought this Decla- 
| ration neceſſary to be made to the King, that he 
| might not ruine the Intereſt of his Brothers, who 
had conſiderable Eſtates and Imployments in the 
Kingdom, one of them being firſt Preſident of the 
Chamber of Accounts; ſome concern'd in the King's 
Revenues ; and others Judges in ſome of the Parlia- 
ments, or other chief T'ribunals of the Nation. 

The Cardinal indeed punctually perform'd his 
Promiſe of being faithful to his Sovereign; tho' he 
] WY <1deavourcd outwardly to appear diſguſted at his 
| own Nation; and with his counterfeit Zeal he found 
means in the laſt Conclave but one upon the Death 
of Alezander VIII. Feb. 1. 1691. to deccive even the 


Zealots; for they confiding in him, and Communi- 


cating withal the Secrets of their Party, that he might 
bring the French Cardinals over to their Intereſt ; He 
diſcovered allirhe Deſigns and Projects of the Z.ealots 
to them, and yet carry d himſelf fo cunningly , that 
they were not at all aware of his Treachery, till the 
Conclave was at an end: The Reaſon why he did 
not attend the firſt Conclave upon the Death of I» 
zocent XI. which happen'd an the 12th of A7, 169g.

Camus was the Perſon fent by the French Faction 
to treat with Pignatelli, and after having gain d hin 
over to their Intereſt, he pretended to run him down, 
artfully repreſenting him a giddy Headed Xlan, not fi 
tor Government; well knowing that thoſe Attributes 
would moſt effectually recommend him ro the Car. 
dinals, and by this Stratagem he facilitated the way 
for his aſcending St. Peter's Throne: But on the o. 
ther hand that he might adminiſter no Cauſe of Sul. 
picion to the Zealots; he gave them to underſtand 
that he had conferr'd with Pignatelli, but that his de 
tign was only to ſift his Capacity for the Papacy, 
and told them, that he had found him to be a Man of 
great Integrity, but unexperienc'd, and wholly + 
verſe to Buſineſs; and this Stratagem alone was fal. 
ficient to procure the Concurrence of them to his Ele- 
ction; they pretending to have a ſhare in the future 
Adminiſtration. Camus by theſe prefidious dealings 
with the Zealots, highly recommended himfelt to 
the King, which re-eſtabliſhed him entirely in hi 
Royal Favour, which yet he found very difficult to 
preſerve, in the Life time of Monſieur Harlq, tit 
lace Archbiſhop of Paris, who accuſed this Cardinal

Here Camus gave 
himſelf up to a retired and exemplary Life, applying 
his time wholly to the Service of God, and the good 
of Souls: By way of Penance for his ſcandalous 
Offences, he pus on the under Habit of a Carthuſian 
Monk, which, 'twas ſaid, he wore to the laſt under 
his Cloaths ; lead a moſt auſtere Life, and eat no- 
thing but Roots and Herbs. The Prince of Conti

barded with good Succeſs. When the Aſſaſſination 
Plot broke out in 1696, and that we were threatned ty 
be invaded by the French from Calais and thoſe Part, 
Admiral Rel, did by the King's particular Com. 
mand repair immediately to the Downes to command 
upon thar Important Service, where he arrived the 
24th of February; and tho* he found no more Shin; 
there than 1 firft, 2 thirds, 6 fourths, and 2 fifth 
Rates, with 1 Fireſhip, a Ketch and a Brigantine, 
yet ſuch ſpeedy Orders were iſſued, and ſo diligently 
were they put in Execution, that he was joined in 
three Days following at the Southſand-head, by Sir 
Clondefly Shovell, with 13 more, beſides 11 Eng/sfh and 
Dutch from Spithead, and the next Day his Number 
was encreaſed by 10 Ships from Plymonth, at which 
time he was ſtanding Eaſt ward along the French Coal.

and in what manner; Secondly, What Uſe ought 
to be made of thoſe Succeſſes, for procuring, by the

© As for the Succeſſes in this War, tho? through 
the Goodneſs of God, from time to time, they have 
been Proſperous, and ſome Parts Where the Allies 
have had Engagements with the Enemy, have been 
very great and ſurprizing; yet thoſe Succeſſes 
were not gain'd without very great Difficulties, 
Toil and Hazard, and when gain'd, were often 
* interrupted by croſs Occurences, and tollow'd by 
* unlucky Turns of Affairs. This Truth is fully evident 
from the Events of every Year of this War. In 1702.

' entertain'd a juſt Apprehenſion of the great Power 
© of that Monarchy, and were alarm'd at their enlar- 
ging their Dominions on the Wine, the Maeze, and 
in the Netherlands, and for that ſole Reaſon conſen- 
ted then to a Peace with Spazrn ; ſo the State, and its 
Allies, have not only as much, but beyond Compa- 
riſon more, and ſtronger Reaions to apprehend the 
' preſent greatneſs of that Power, and to agree upon, 
and continue ſuch Meaſures as may be moſt effectu⸗- 
al, and conducing to the maintaining and ſecuring 
© of their Common Safety. It any Perſon, who de- 
' fires to be convinc'd of the Power of France, ſhould

What we would come to is this, that of all that 
France has either acquir'd by Treaties, or ſczd 
by Uſurpation, ſince the Year 1648, they hart 
l>t nothing, nor have the Allies conquer'd any 
thing from them, but Mein only; and on th4 
other Hand, they are now poſſeſsd of the Cap 
tal City, and molt of the Territory of the Arch 
biſkoprick of Trier, Fort Xe and Briſic: N 
that the King of France, with reſpect to his Domi

« :hundantly appears, how formidable the power of 
Fance ſtill is, and that it deſerves our moſt ſerious 
Reflection. 
Another thing that deſerves no leſs than the for- 
mer to be conſider'd, is the Reſòurces or Means 
france has to repair its Loſſes, and how practicable 
they are render'd by the great Authority of the 
Hing, the ſubmiſſive Obedience of the People, the 
great Extent and advantageous Situation of the 
Country, the Populouſneſs of the Kingdom, and 
« irs Dependencies, the Genius of the Nation, and 
« the Obligation (introduc'd by Cuſtom) of the 
Nobility to go into the Service; alſo the Fruitfulneſs 
© of the Soth and the Multiplicity of its Products, 
© which being vended chiefly in the Northern Parts 
© of Europe, bring great Sums of Money into the King- 
dom; as does alſo their Management and Trade 
in America, and will do more, it their Settlements 
at Lima, and other Places on the South-Coaſt of 
© that Part of the World, be not diſturb'd and hinder'd. 
* From all this in general, the Conſtitution of the 
Kingdom, and the Experience of former Times, and 
© cyen of this War, we draw*this Concluſion, that 
how low ſoever France has been brought, whether by 
© foreign Wars, in which even their Kings were taken 
© Priſoners, or by civil Broils and Troubles, that 
© Crown has been always able, in aſhort Time, to re- 
cover it ſelf again, and gain the better of theirAdver- 
© fary ; and eſpecially. it by the Diminution or Slack- 
* ening of the former Efforts againſt them they gain'd 
Jime and Opportunity. 
Laſtly, the Diligence and Diſpatch with which 
the Enemy apply themſelves to their Preparations 
of War, for repairing their Loſſes, ought not to be 
paſs'd over without Remark. Examplesof the Ad- 
vantages they have gain'd by it are not uncommon, 
and the Wars that preceded the Peace of” Ryſwick, 
afford more than one Proof of it; but not to dwell 
' upon this Argument, we have ſufficiently experi- 
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* enc'd during the preſent War, one Year after ang. 
ther, that tho' the Enemy have (as has been alre. 
dy recited) been ſoundly beaten, and have ſufferq 
very great Loſs, yet they have always appear d fil 
* again, and with formidable Numbers in the Field, 
Even the mighty Defeats and Loſſes they have ſi. 


ſtain'd the laſt Campaign, have not ſlacken d, by 


* quicken'd their Diligence, for, according to all Ad. 
* vice:, the Enemies by railing great Levies and Re. 
* cruits, by commanding the Intendants of the Pn.

* triving and introducing new Ways to raiſe Money, 
* and by making careful Proviſion of all other Ne. 


* ceſlarics, are endeavouring with the moſt carne 
Application and Expedition to re-eſtabliſh thei 


© ſhatter'd Armies, and broken Troops, and put then 


into a Condition of Service. 


All theſe Inſtances and Particulars of the Enemy: 
Power, Reſources, and experieſted Diligence, 
and Diſpatch ; of the Difficulties and Hazard 
with which the Succeſs God Almighty ha; 
* beeen pleaſed ro proſper the Arms of your High 
* Mightineſles, and your Allies, have been accomps 
* nied ; and the Viciſſitude of Events that have been 
* commonly experienced in War, and particularly in 
the preſent ; do of themſelves molt evidently ſhey, 
© that the only right. uſe that can be made of thoſ: 
© Succeſles, is without one moment's Neglect to purſu: 
them, with redoubled Zeal, Application, and V. 
* four, and with an Augmentation, (if it can be done 
+ of the Eforts that have been hitherto made, till the 
Enemy be brought to Reaſon. The ancient and 
modern Hiſtories want not Examples of very great 
Advantages obtained by Princes and States, who 
have made good uſe of their Victories ; nor, on the 
other Hand, are we without Inſtances, and thol: 
not ancient, of great Misfortunes attending Sat. 
ceſſes that have not been duly purſued, and right 
improved. And we oughtthe rather to have thi 
always in our Minds, becauſe good Fortune uſual 
begers Careleſneſs and Supineſs, and Men being 
elated with Succeiles, often conceive a meane!

T Hereas by an Act made in the Seſſion of Par 
liament held in the Third and Fourth Vear of 


her Majeſty's Reign, whereby her Majeſty wil 


Impowered ro Appoint Commiſſioners, under the 
Great Seal of England, to Treat with Commilſioner 
to be Authorized by the Parliament of Scotland, con. 
cerning an Union of the Kingdoms of Eugland ard 
Scotland, It is Provided and Enacted. That the Com. 
miſſiqners to be nam'd in purſuance of the faid Ad 
{hould not J'reat of or concerning any Alteration d 
the Liturgy. Rites, Ceremonies, Diſcipline or Go 
vernment of the Church as by Law Eftabliſhed 
within this Realm: And whereas certain Commil 
fioners appointed by her Majeſty in purſuance dk 
the ſaid Act, and alſo other Commillioners nomi 
nated by her Majeſty by the Parliament of Scotland 
have met and agreed upon a Treaty of Union of the 
ſiid Kingdoms; which Treaty is now under the 
Conſideration of this prefent Parliament: Ard 
whereas the faid Treaty (with ſome Alteration 
therein made) is Ratihed and Approved by Ado!

© nemies Army was come to Almanſa, and on the

© Caudette; and after a Reſolution had been taken 
to attack the Enemy, notwithſ{fanding their Supe- 
* riority, who incamp'd 4 Leagues from us, we be- 
gan our march on the 25th early in the Morning, 
© and uſed fuch Expedition, that by Noon we en- 
* tred into the Plain by a Place called The Tower of 
Don Henry, and found the Enemy had not de- 
* camp'd, as we flatter'd our ſelves they would; we 
© alfo then faw that their Army was joyned, and 
© much ſtronger than we were. However, we per- 
* ſiſted in the Reſolution to fight them, and our Army 
* advancing on the Plain towards Almanſa, my Lord

6 2 It was upon the ſame Conſiderations, 
that the ſaid Emperor could never be perſuaded to 
: — the Inveſtiture of that Dutchy to France, or 
© leave her in poſſeſſion thereof, tho the French uſed 
* all poſſible means to obtain the fame. The Em- 
4 perors who have ſucceaded that Prince, have in- 
s — the ſame Sentiments, and the laſt deceaſed 
* could never be induced, in the Negotiations about 
© the Spaniſh Succeſſion, to conſent to part with the 
* Adazeze. The ſaid Dutchy and other States in 
© Lombardy, are ſo ſituated that they do not only con- 
© tribute to their mutual defence, but are alſo of great 
2 — for ſubſiſting the Armies of the Allies, 
© and thereby ſtrengthen the Common Cauſe. Laſt. 
* ly, by the reduction of Lomberdy, ſeveral Noble 
* Rights of the Roman Empire in Italy, have been re- 
* covered and re-eſtabliſh'd, and namely the Impe- 
* rial Rights on the Fiefs of Mantua and Modena, as 
* well as Milan, the Principalities of Guaſtalla and 


* Caſtiglione, and the Marguiſate of Final, beſides o- 


* ther Places that for brevity fake are to be omitted. 
* The Duke of Savoy has been reſtored ro his Prin- 
* cipality of Piedmont, and having lately recovered 
© the Town and Caſtle of Suxa, has therebv opened 
* a way to his and the Arms of his Allies for a fur- 
* ther Progreſs. The Kingdom of Naples is now en- 


< tirely reduced to the Obedience of Auſtria, and 


tis likely that Sicily and Sardinia will ſoon follow 
* that Example, whereby the Territories of the Em- 
peror onthe Adriatich Sea, will be further cover d, 
* the Navigation and Commerce to the Levant ſe- 
* curd, and the Party of the Allies both by Sea and 
Land conſiderably ſtrengthned; theſe Kingdoms 
being ſo powerful in themſelves, as it has formerly 
* appear'd, that through a good Government agree- 
* ableto the Genius of the People of that Country, 
and by an Orderly and Frugal Adminiſtration of 
* the Finances, they may be put in a condition to 
* furniſh and maintain a great number of Troops and 
* Gallies for the Service of the Common Cauſe. To 
« conclude, the Principalicy of Catalonia, and mo 
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places and Forts in Valeneia and Andaloyfia, have 
been recovered, and are ſtill poſſeſſed by King 
© Charles III. 

However, High and Mighty Lords, notwith- 
* tanding theſe great and Important Adyantages, 
Affairs are not yet brought to that Paſs and Bal. 
$ lance that may ſecure the Safety and Tranquility of 
* your High and 14 — and your Allies. The 
great Power of the Enemy you had to wreſtle 
* with, and eſpecially that of the French, which, tho” 

ſeveral times gloriouſly defeated, and eſpecially at 
* Schelenbergb, Hochſtet, Ramilly and Turin, have yet 
* found means every time to riſe, and have fo far 
$ improv'd the Defeats they had received, as to make 
them an Encouragement for greater Efforts ; that 
© very Power has now and then ſtopt the proſecu- 
* tion of the Advantage obtained, and the Rapidity 
of Victories. To this ſtop have likewiſe ſometimes 
* contributed the Diforder, Dilatorineſs, Slowneſs, 
and the want of being ready in a due time, of ſome 
* of the Allies, and their want of good Intelligence 
* of the Motions and Deſigns of the Enemy: And 
* it were to be wiſhed that in the Courſe of this 
* War, there ſhould not be found by Experience, 
* what has been formerly obferved, Namely, That 
© Great Hopes, and Great Succeffes do not always 
* go together, and that Proſperity, which gives Birth 
to ſuch Hopes, commonly brings along with it at 
the ſame time a wrong and groundleſs Opinion ot 
* the Weakneſs and Declenſion of the Enemy, and 
: conſequently produces Supineneſs and Negli- 

gence. 

* Beſides all this, the Advantage of the Ground: 
the Natural Strength of the Rivers and Canals in 
* the Countries where the War was to be carried on ; 
© the number, ſituation and extent of the Fortified 
© Places to be attacked; the backwardneſs of the 
© Seaſons, and unſeaſonableneſs of the Weather, and 
even ſome inconſiderable Accidents, may alſo re- 
* tard and ſtop the Proſecution of Adyantages ob- 
* tained. Tis to theſe Reafons, or at leaſt to ſome 
© of them that we may attribute, That the Cam- 
* paigns which have follow'd thoſe wherein were 
5 gain'd great Advantages, have not been ſo 3 

* able 
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© able : Thar the Campaign next after the Victories 
* of Schellembergh and Hochſtet, and _—_ ſeem'd 
to promiſe no leſs than the Conquelt of Saar Loui: 
and Thiondille, and even of Merz, and cther Places 
in the Heart of Frante, had not ſucceſs anſwerable 
to thaſe Promiſes and Expectations That in the 
© Netherlands, where the Enemies, by many Precau- 
tions, and as Cunctando, have endeavour'd to pre- 
© ſerve their Towns and Fortreſſes, the laſt Campaign 
has not been ſo ſucceſsful as the former: And that 
* the Expedition into Provence, and the intended 
© Conquelt of Thoulon and Marſeilles have had no 
other effect than the Devaſtation of part of chat 
Province, the Bombardment of Thoalon and the 
deſtroying of fame Men of War and Magazines. 
© However. it may be faid, that that Expedition has 
ſtopt the Progreſs of the Enemy in the Empire and 
* Spain, beauſe they were oblig'd to make Detach- 


ments from thence to {top the Progreſs of the Ex- 


pedition aforeſaid. | 

* As to the preſent State of the Enemy, and the 
© Eflorcs they have made againſt the Allies, which is 
the third Point under. Conſideration, it is to be ob- 


* ſerv'd, that notwithſtanding they are depriv'd of 


the ai{liſtance that their Confederares rhe Electors 
of Cologn and Bavaria, had given them before, as 
alſo of the Supplies they receiv'd from thoſe Conn- 
tries and Dependencies of the Monarchy of Spain, 
which have been reduced ro the Obedience of the 
Allies, yet their Power remains ſtill great and for- 
midable : That France in particular, in reſpect to 
the extent of its Territories and Frontiers, is ſtill 
the fame as it was when this War was .under- 
taken, Landau and Menin excepted, and that on 
the other Hand they are poſſeſſed of the whole 
Mutchy of Savoy, Briſack, Fort Keil and Tryers : 
That how great ſoever the Efforts of that Crown 
might have been in the rwo preceding Wars, yet 
che fame have been conſiderably augmented in the 
prefent : That it may be aftrmed upon good In- 
formation, that the Taxes and Aids raifed yearly 
for the fame are double what they raiſed in the 
preceding War, and even, are augmented by one 
* third of the coin'd Species khar were found in 
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Fance: That their Armies, thro? new Levies, Re- 
* cruits, and People compell'd by force into the Ser- 
vice, are conſiderably ſtronger and more numerous, 
© J *© infomuch, that in the laſt Campaign they have 
brought into the Field againſt the Allies above 
400 Squadrons and 300 Battallions : And tho? it is 
5 | true beyond Contraction, that thro? theſe great 
*{ © Efforts the Kingdom muſt be weakned in re- 
"| © ſpect of Men and Money, and mult daily grow 
: * weaker and exhauſted : That the Commerce a- 
4 broad, and what they uſed to get thereby, is conſi- 
: © derably decayed : That the continual Alteration of 
their Gold and Silver Coin, the abundance of Miant- 
Bills, and the Non payment of Intereſt, muſt needs 


have ſunk their Credit in a moſt ſenſible manner, 
2 and that they muſt ſend vaſt Sums in Specie a- 
. * broad ; Yet it is certain, that France has in her ſelf 


* tome Reſources that deſerve a ſerious Attention, 

and ought not to be paſſed over without Conſide- 
: ration: The ſame were laſt Year laid open before 
f * your High Mightineſſes, with all their Circum- 
© ſtances; and therefore it will be enough to obſerve 
© in a ſummary way and by recapitulation, that the 
Peſpotick Power of the King, rhe Submiſſion, Re- 
* verence and Obedience of the Subjects; the Ge- 
* ncral Genius of the Nation, and in particular of 
the Nobility, which is very numerous, inclining 
© them to War; the extent of the Territories of 
* France, the multitude of their Pariſhes, tae vaſt 
© number of irs Inhabitants amounting to ſeveral 
Millions, have hitherto given an Opportunity 
© to recruit and re-eſtabliſh rheir Forces, tho? 
never ſo much defeared, and that the diminu- 
tionof their Coin is conſiderably ſupplied by the 
Product and Goods of the Growth and Nlanufa— 
* Eture of France, which are fold in the Northern 
Parts of Europe, amounting to ſeveral Millions ; by 
the ſale of their Fiſh and Manulactures, along the 
Mediterranean Sea, and in the Levant , by tat 
Trade for their Linnen of Normanay, and B;ittar.s 
into the VMeſt-jndies; and eſpecially that by their 
Navigation and Settlements on the South Coaſt of 
America, they have gained the Trade of Gold and 
* Silver with the Inhabirants of Peru; a return of 
uch 
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* ſuch a quantity of Species coin'd and uncoin'd, 
* and other rich valuable Goods, which exceeds Ima- 
* gination, and of which, tis aſſur'd, that one third 
Part comes to the King's Profit, Beſides all this, *tis 
© to be obſerved, That the great Number of their 
* Privateers at Sea, and the Contributions they raiſe 
every where on the Frontiers of the Allies, bring 
no inconſiderable Sums into France. 

* This being briefly obſerv'd about France, it may 
be further remarked, That that Crown is united 
* with the Kingdom of Spain, which formerly with 
all its Subjects, States and Dependencies, followed 


the Party of the Allies: That that Kingdom is 


* ſtill intire, except ſome few Places in Andalouſia 
* and Valencia, and the Principality of Catalonia, as 
it has been already related. That the faid King- 
* dom isin ſome Parts Barren and Unpeopled, by 
* reaſon of rhe Colonies ſent into the Indies, and by 


the Expulſion of ſo great a Number of People, of 


a Foreign Religion, while, on the other Hand, the 
ſaid Kingdom has ſuffered very much by the pre- 
* ſent War, and in general ſince the Reign of Philip 
Il, and other Kings, to King Charles II. by the pro- 
* digious Efforts they have made to maintain the 
* Warin the Netherlands, and foment and keep up 
* Inteſtine Diviſions amongſt their Neighbours, 
through a vaſt Number of Penſions and borrow'd 
Sums, at a high Intereſt, which have occaſioned 
* the Engagement of the Demeſnes, and more par- 
© ticularly through the ill Adminiſtration of their 
Finances, the {aid Kingdom is fallen into a great 
* Diſorder and Decay; but, notwithſtanding all this, 
the French Miniſters had no ſooner taken upon 
them, after the Death of King Charles II. the Ad- 
miniſtration and Direction of the Affairs of 3 
according to the French Manner, but that King- 
© dom began to make ſuch Efforts as were not 
* thought of before, and has brought this Year into 
* the Field in Spain, a greater number of National 
Troops, and chiefly of Horſe, than perhaps, had 
© been ſeen in 60 Years before. That the Indies, and 
© the Iſlands in the Mediterranean, belong ſtill to 
© Spain, That the Netherlands, except what was ta- 
* ken from them laſt Year, belong ſtill, in regard 
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of their outward Name and Appearance to Spain, 


though in Fact, to France, and are under the Do- 
minion of that Crown, undoubtedly by Virtue of 
the Ceſſion, which 'ris aſſured was made unto them 
by the Duke of 4njou, at the Time of the famous 


Acceptation of the pretended Will of the late King 


Charles of Spain. 
* The Netherlands, High and Mighty Lords, have 
been a long time time ſince, the Aim of the Deſires 


of the French, and of their continual Enterprizes ; - 


which undoubtedly had their Riſe from the Re- 
membrance of the Succeſſes of the Battles of St. 
Quintin andGraveline, and the Mot ions of the Arms of 
the Prince of Parma, and others that follew'd there- 


upon, which made France tremble more than once; 


and put them upon Meaſures to ſeize the Towns 


and Places on the Frontiers, that were moſt con- 


venient to protect them for the future; and as it 
happens commonly front this Deſire, they procee- 
ded to what might ſatisfie their Ambition. Bur as 
our Fore-fathers thought the Neighbourhood of 
ſuch a great Power as France, inconſiſtent with the 
Security of their Countty, the ſaid Netherlands have 
been the Source of Miſunderitanding and continual 
Troubles between that Crown and the States. What 
happen'd in the Reign of Lewa XIII. King of 
France, under the Miniſtry of the Cardinal de Rich- 
lieu is ſufficiently known; and how that Crown, in 
the Year 1634, having endeavour'd to get Poſſeſ- 


lion of the greateſt part of thoſe Provinces, by the 


Propoſal of a Partition, the conſiderable Members 
of the Republick oppoſed the fame, without any 
other Aimor Deſign, than what is abovc-mention'd. 
Thar rhe Cardinal Mazarine, after the Death ol 
Cardinal Nehlieu, and of Lewis XII. which hap- 
pned ſ on after, having ſucceeded the former in the 
Direction of Affairs under the Regency of the 
Queen Mother, Anne of Auſtria, uſed all poſſible 
Means, withovt ſparing any Thing, eſpecially dur- 
ing the Negociation of the Treaty of Munſter, for 
Uniting the Netherlands to France. That however, 
the State did at that time wiſely breat; the Meaſures 
of that Crown by their ſeparate Treaty of Peace 
with Stain That France being not diſcouraged 
| Ef $ * thereby 
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there oy, endeavoured to obtain her Aim, by the 
continuation of a particular War againſt Spain, and 


private Negotiations with the Protector Cromwel, 
and under-hand Intrigues in other Courts. That 


they partly ſucceeded therein in the Treaty of Peace 
of the Pirenees, in obtaining Arras, Bapaume, and 
the whole Country of Arton, the Towns and Bay- 
liwicks of Aire and St, Omer excepted ; Gravelines 
in Flanders, Landrecy and Queſnoy in Haynault; A. 
venes, Marienburgh and Philipville, between the Sam- 
bre and the Maeze; Thionville, Montmedi, and Dam- 
viliers in the Country of Luxenburgh, and ſeveral 
other Places. This, however, was not ſufficient 
to fatisfie their Deſires and Ambition; and there- 
fore in the Year 1663, new Propoſals were made 
on the part of that Crown to the State; for a Par- 
rition, or Cantonning of the Netherlands, but both 
to no purpoſe : The Partition was declined for the 
Reafons aforeſaid, and the Cantonning, or making 
the Netherlands a ſeparate State rejected, becauſe it 
was thought that they would not make a ſufficient 


Barrier. King Philip the I'Vth of Spain, happening 


to dye in the Year 1665, his Death, -and the De- 
clenſion of the Affairs of Spain in the Netherlands, 
which decay d daily, gave ſoon an Opportunity to 
France to put up new Pretenſions on thoſe Pro- 
vinces; and notwithſtanding the folemn Renunci- 
ation made by the King and Queen in the Treaty 
of the Pyrenees, to the Succeilion of the ſaid King 
Philip, they pretended that the Dutchy of Brabant, 
end feveral other Provinces, were fallen to France, 
upon Pretence of a certain pretended Right of De- 
volution, by virtue of which the Daughters of the 
Firit Marriage were preferr'd to the Sons of the Se- 
cond, and depriv'd the Father, who Had contracted 
a Second Marriage, of the Power to diſpoſe there- 
of, "Theſe Pretenlions being ſupported by Arms, 
which allarmed all the Neighbouring States, your 
High Mightinefles, and ſome others, were neceili- 
cared to oppole the fame, and refolved to take up- 
on themfclves, by way of Security, the Defence 
and Protection of forme Towns and Places. This 
Oppolition produced the Peace of Aix le Chapelle, 


In the Fear 1653, whereby, for the better, and for 


preventing 
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reventing further Miſchiefs and Inconvenie. ies, 
Lied Towns in the Netherlands, and amongſt o- 
thers Douay, Tournay, and Lile were yielded to 
France: However, upon expreſs Condition, That 


the reſt of the * Provinces ſhould be ſecured un- 


der the Guaranty of every one of the Potentates of 
Europe. But when the famous Triple Alliance be- 
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tween England, Sweden, and the State was conclud- 
ed for the Guaranty of the Peace aforeſajd, this 
was taken by France as an Obſtacle to their further 
Deſigns on the Netherlands, and fo highly reſented, 
that it may be ſaid, that this very thing was one of 
the Eflential Cauſes of the War in the Year 1672, 
which might have been eaſily prevented by aban- 
doning thoſe Provinces to France, or hearkening to 


a Partition thereof; but the then Regency of the 


Republick thought that this abandoning could nor 
be agreed to, without in ſome manner abandoning, 
ar the ſame time, the State it ſelf, and that ther Par- 
tition would render France an immediate and con- 
tiguous Neighbour to the State, and therefore they 
wiſely reſolved to undergo the Calamities of the 


* War, rather than by accepting theſe fatal Expedi-

ents, expoſe their Country to the inevitable Danger 
ok a perpetual Subjection. 1 3 
* The Peace of Nemeghuen, by which, amongſt o- 


ther Towns, Aire, St. Omer, Cambray, Valenciennes 
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and Jypres, were yielded to France, put an end to 
that War ; but new Pretenſions were ſoon ſtarted 
up, upon Pretence of the Dependencies of rhe 
Places yielded by the ſaid Peace of Nimeghuen. The 
Country of Aleſt was aimed at, or in lieu thereof 
Courtray and Dixmuyde; or laſtly, Luxemburgh with 


all its Dependencies. Theſe Pretentions were ſup- 


ported by Arms, and to obtain the fame by Force 
or Good-will, a great part of the Flat Country in 


' Flanders was waſted, and Luxemburg) ſeveral times 
attack d. The Trey of a Twenty Years Truce,

tho it laſted but about Four, put an end to thefe 


| Diſputes, and a further part of thoſe Provinces, 


and namely, Luxemburgh, wich the. Counties o 
Beaumont, Bovines and Chimaz, were yielded to 
France, The Peace of Refwick, which put an end 


to the War begun in 1688, brought little Altera- 
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tion in the Conſtitution of Affairs aforeſaid, except 
only in regard to Luxemburgh, which was reſtored 
© to Spain; but as ſoon as Charles II. was dead, France 
© manifeſted again her ancient Deſigns upon the Ne- 
* therlands, ſuch as it has been above obſerved ; 6 


that Your High Mightineſſes following the Glori- 


© ous and Noble Example of your Anceſtors, and 
moved by a no leſs active Principle of Courage and 
© Vigour, were forced to take up Arms to oppoſe and 
prevent the dangerous Neighbourhood of France, 
and obtain a Barrier to the State, that may ſuf- 
ficiently ſecure their Tranquility, and may not de. 
pend on the Negligence, Ill deſign or Machinations 
of others. 

In order thereunto, and for promoting the further 
Welfare of the State and their Allies, it is in the O- 
pinion of the Council of State, of a abſolute Ne- 
ceſſity, and undeniably Evident by the Reaſons and 
Obſcrvations aforeſaid, that in the enſuing Year 
1503, the utmoſt Efforts ought to be done every 
where with Unanimity and Firmneſs againſt fo 
powerful an Enemy, as has been above repreſented. 
That the High Allies, and your High Mightineſſes 
upon the earneſtand well-grounded Inſtances made, 
may contribute whatever lies in their reſpective 
Powers, and not lay the Burthen upon other Peo- 
ples Shoulders, and rely indirectly upon the Efforts 
of ſome of the Allies, for doing what they them- 
felves are directly obliged to: That the Conqueſt, 
or Reduction already made of fo many powerful 
States, Countries and Provinces, which by good 
Direction and Conduct might ſo conſiderably 
ſtrengthen the Forces ot the Allies, may be em- 
ploycd for the good of the Common Cauſe. That 
all Negligence, Diforders and Dilatorineſs may be 
for the future provided againſt and prevented ; and 
that on the contrary, that all things neceſſary tor 
o great an End, or that may any ways conduce 
chercunto, be done and ordered with a redoubling 


of Zeal, Care and Application. That for promot-

ers War, may be taken into due Conſideration ; as 
ao the Rradintſs with which Orders, which de- 
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« pend of one Court alone, may be given and exe- 
© cuted; that it may be conſidered alſo, that by Vir- 

tue thereof they have ſome time ſince begun to re- 

mount their Cavalry, and to augment the ſame, as 

alſo to re-eſtabliſh and augment their Infantry. 

That the Time or Interval between the end of a 
Campaign to the beginning of the other is very 

ſhort, and therefore ought to be husbanded and im- 

prov'd with the utmoſt Care: And laſtly, that in 

all the Wars that have been carried on againſt 

France, Experience has ſhewn the Importance and 

Neceſlity to be firſt ready to take the Field, to 

obtain any Advantage over them, and prevent and 

diſappoint their Projects and Deligns. 85 

In the mean time it cannot be deny'd, but that 

the great Efforts requiſite to obtain the Ends a- 

foreſaid, cannot be made without great Sums of 

Money, and a heavy Burden on the good Inha- 1 
j bitants of this Land, who beſides fee] the Cala- ih 
7 mitics of this War, in the means of their Subſiſtence, bi 
A and ſeveral other Ways. The Council of State f 
acknowledges the ſame with Griet, and is the more 
ſenſible of it, becauſe they know as well as any 
Body elſe, and perhaps better, the weight of thoſe 
Charges. But, High and Mighty Lords, What 
Good can any other Meaſures than thofe that 
have been propos d, produce? And, if contrary 
to all Expectation, either out of wearineſs of 
thoſe heavy Taxes, or out of Impatience of the 
Continuation of this War, Careleſneſs or Dilatco- 
rin:{s, or, which God forbid, out of Jealouſie and 
Miſunderſtanding, the Eftorts, which for the Rea- 
ſons aforeſaid, are ſo neceſſary, ſhould not either 
be made, or elſe ſhould be leflen'd, what elſe can 
be expected, but that in ſuch a Caſe Spain ſhall 
remain under a £rench Government and Direction? 
That the Treaſures of rhe Iadies ſhall more and 
more fall into their Hands; and a great part of 
tne Netherlands {ſhall remain, in effect, annexed rg 
France. That in this manner the Affairs ſhall 
dwindle into a Defenſive War: "That the Progref. 
ſes already made ſhall not be proſecuted, and ſig- 
nifie nothing at all toward eſtabliſhing a good 
* and ſecure Barrier: That what has been gain'd 
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ſhall not be preferv'd : That the Enemies being not 
puſhed, and the Allies being on this Side on the 
Defenſive, the Troops which have hitherto diſco- 


ver'd ſo much Courage, and ſuch a Readineſs and 


Impatience to attack the Enemy on all Occaſions, 
ſhall be diſcourag'd. That perhaps it will be im- 
poſlible ro hinder the Enemy from advancing to 
the Frontiers of the State; That in that Caſe the 
War ſhall be carried on in our own Territories : 
and that in all reſpects whatſoever, ſuch a War, 
thro' its Duration, the heavy Taxes, and other 
Diifkculties, ſhall more oppreſs and exhauſt the 


Good Inhabirants of this Country, than a vigorous 


Offenlive War will do for a ſhort time. That 
therefore-it is much better to run through the Fire of 
the Expences of ſuch an Offenſive War, if one 
may uſe that Expretiion, than be ar laſt conſum- 
ed iq a lingering Way by a Defenfive One. That 
there arc great Advantages to be expected from 
the firſt, and nothing but Evil from the latter, ſee. 


ing the greateſt Fruit thereof will be a ſlight Peace. | 


France having always proportion'd her Difpoii- 
tions and Preparations according to their Succel- 
ſes or Diſgraces, and formed thereupon the ground; 
of their Hopes or Apprehenſions, ſhall not be di- 
verted by a Defenſive War, from her Reſolution 
to preſerve the Spaniſg Monarchy in the Houſe 
of Bourbon, nor from the Defire and Deſign they 
have to obtain the Sovereignty of the Netherlands, 
which that Crown has ſo long and fo conſtantly 
aimed at and proſecuted. That France ſhall there- 
by become an immediate Neighbour to the State, 
and that conſequently the Republick ſhall find her

State into the urmoſt Trouble and Uncertain- 


tics, That not to mention the various Proverbs,

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Embelms or Fables of the Ancients, who could 
not ſufficiently deſcribe the dreadful Condition of 
Men, who poſſeſs their Goods in Trouble, as it 
were with a Sword hanging over their Heads ; it 
ought to be held for certain, that ſuch a Peace 
as aforeſaid, ſhall continue no longer than it will 
pleaſe ſuch who have made it with a Superiori- 
ty of Power, and that as ſoon as they ſhall think 
it convenient, they will not want Pretences to 
make it void, and put the State into new Troubles 
and Calamities : That the good Inhabitants of this 
Land, who by their Labour and Induſtry muſt 
provide for their Subſiſtence and Proſperity, and 
poſſeſs in Tranquility, and without fear, what they 
have got or ſpared, ſhall be diſcourag'd by the 
uncertainty of enjoying what they have, and there- 
by grow remiſs in their Labour and Induſtry : 
That this will bring Poverty upon them, and di- 
miniſh their Number, and occaſion the lowerin 
the Price of unmoveable Goods, and other Et- 
fects that are not of quick Sale: And finally, that 
by the Continuation of their Uncertainty and dan- 
gerous Condition, the Income of the ordinary 
Current Means will not be able to balance the 
Charges of keeping up and maintaining the great 
Number of Forces and Men of War theſe Fears 
will oblige the State to, and conſequently it will 


be neceſſary to continue extraordinary [axes and 


Impolitions ; ſo that the State it felt will be con- 
ſumed, and periſh in Fear. N 

* Therefore the Council of State hope and pro- - 
miſe themſelves, that thoſe great Inconveniencies 
and Dangers will be carefully prevented, and that 
following the glorious Steps of our Anceſtors, who 
for their Liberty, Safety and Privileges, gave and 
contributed all that they had, thoſe powerful Mo- 
tives ſhall have no leſs Influence in the Proſecution 
of the. preſent War, undertaken for Conſiderations 
as dear to the State as the former; and that Men 
ſhall nor be impatient, tho' this War, which has 
already laſted {1x Years, is not yet brought to that 
ſpeedy and good Concluſion as it were to be wiſh- 
ed; conſidering what great Powers the Repub- 


lick and her Allies had to contend with, what was 
Fifty * requiſite 
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© requilite to be done to bring the Enemies to good 
* 'Ferms of Peace, and how long the State, by the 
£ Inſtarices aforeſaid, has fluctuated and ſtagger'd be- 
fore it could be brought into the ſafe Port of her 
Liberty. The ſhorteſt way to arrive thither, is 
© what has been propos'd: And how Difficult and 
Troubleſome ſoever it is, it may be hoped and ex- 
* pected upon good Grounds, that as Patients are 
5 eaſed by bitter and unpleaſant Remedies, and their 
© Diſeaſes removed, ſo by this heavy and extreamly 
* expenſive War, the State and their Allies will 
* ſhorly obtain a good and laſting Peace. We ſay, 
a Laſting Peace, not ſuch whereof the Solidity and 
© Duration confiſts in Promiſes, Writings and Seals, 
* which are eaſily broke, ſince they have laid and 
* practiſed for a Maxim of Government, the Reaſon 
* of State, and neceſſary Policy to prefer Conve- 
© niency to Ingagements and Promiſes, and to fol- 
© low not ſo much what is Right and Fuſt, as what 
is Profitable ; but a PEACE, which being made 
with the mutual Confidence and Concurrence of 
the High Allies, may remove at a greater Diſtance 
* from the Territories of the State, ſo powerful an 
Enemy as France, and eſtabliſh a good and ſafe Bar- 
5 rier between them two, and which being confirm'd 
* and ſtrengthen'd by a mutual Guaranty, and an 
Enumeration and Specification of Forces for fecu- 
ring the fame, may procure a ſufficient Safety and
